Comm ents upon the 20th July ’ in commenting upon the 
Gawnpore assault case. ©Qawnpore assault case, observes 
that Sir Auckland Colvin and the Commissioner, following 
the letter of the law, refused to interfere: His Honor's reply 
to the first memorial created great dissatisfaction and alarm 
in Cawnpore. The simple remedy to allay the popular 
excitement caused by.the assault was to immediately trans- 
fer the City Inspector of Police who. has been at Cawnpore 
for the last twenty years. Truth triumphed. and the second 
memorial had the desired effect. His Honor, who had 
declined to interfere and had declared that the case was 
not cognizable by the Magistrate, had to ask the Commis- 
sioner to go to Cawnpore and hold an inquiry ; and the 
Commissioner, who had previously declined to go over to 
Cawnpore, went there for the purpose. The Commis- 
sioner told Pandit Prithi Nath by way of threat that a 
publisher had been sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment anda fine of Rs. 400 for making a bad insinu- 
ation. The Pandit was of course not frightened by the 
threat and gave a bold reply. But it appears that if the 
statements of the complainants are found -incorrect they 
will be criminally prosecuted. On the other hand, if the 
charges brought against the officials are correct, it is to bé 
hoped that the officials will be punished. Hence it.is neces- 
sary in the interests of justice that the officials complained 
against should be suspended pending the decision of the case: 
Witnesses cannot freely make their statements while the Dis- 
trict Magistrate andthe Superintendent’ of Police exercise 
full powers in the district. The Hindustén quotes paragraph 
21 of the Comnuitissioner’s review, dated 28th June, of the 
Cawnpore Municipal Board’s report, making unfavourable 
comments on the proceedings of some members of the board; 
and observes that: the review was written after’ the ‘assault 
on Pandit Hirday Narain. The question is, ‘whether Sir 
Auckland Colvin has read the paragraph referred to-and is 
aware of the hostile attitude of the Commissioner towards 
certain members of the board.

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inquiring into the assault case to the Commissioner, has 
been guilty of a most unjastifiable proceeding, which casts a 
slur on the British reputation for even-handed justice. “The 
paragraph of his review above referred to clearly shows that 
he is prejudiced against the complainants, and that conse- 
quently he is disqualified to make an impartial inquiry into 
the case. The Hindustdn expresses satisfaction that Mr. 
Harington did not continue his inquiry, and observes that 
the case is an important one.’ If justice is not done, the 
matter is sure to be laid before the Secretary of State and 
Parliament.

The Brahmans, ono of whom: was 
named Siya Ram and the other Duli Chand, were assaulted 
and hurt ; but Duli Chand offered brave resistance for half 
an hour, and the thieves were able to rob the. women of only 
a few of their: ornaments.. The police appeared on the 
scene after the robbers had decamped. It is a matter of 
surprise that such a daring robbery should have been com- 
mitted when police guards were placed on the road at short 
intervals. It is rumoured that some inhabitants of a 


village near Farah, who were on théir way to Gobardhan, 


hearing that some pilgrims of Farah were being robbed, 
desired to proceed quickly with a view to assist those pil- 
grims; but the police guard did not allow them to go. 
Duli Chand said that a police guard was not far from the 
scene of robbery, but that the guard did not conte to his 
rescue. Hence it is generally supposed that the police had 
conspired with the thieves. Soon after the robbery Duli 
Chand aitd his companions went to the netghbouring police 
station, where their statenients were recorded by the Tahsil- 
dar, who was there at the time. In accordance with their 
wishes the Tahsild4r gave them permission to return home. 
Next day, when they were about to leave, the police de~ 


tained them pending police inquiry. The court inspec- 
tor happened to be transferred; the same day, and for five 


days they had to await the arrival of his successor. On 


the sixth day the new court inspector made a local inquiry 


and took down the statements of Duli Chand and Siya 
Ram. Pressure was brought to bear upon them with a 
view to induce them to declare that they had: lost nothing;
